Most college bands, with theii- 
I elaborate shows, find it advisable I 
to have a week of liand camp 
before the start of school giving 
them about seven - eight hours a 
day for four or five days to get 
the band ready in time. Added 
■ to this is a daily two h.)ur re¬ 
hearsal giving them about 35 
' hours before school begins and 
then 10 hours a week with a 
group of selected and experi¬ 
enced students including many 
music majors. , 

Many high school bands also 
run a band camp because of the 
pressure of the early perform¬ 
ance of the gi-oup, 

Since most of the members 
are only in the band as an ac- 
. tivity, the time load must lx* 
kept in reasonable limits and the 
ban<I normally functions on two 
one-hour rehearsals a week fol¬ 
lowing the opening game. For¬ 
mations are not changed com¬ 
pletely between every game al¬ 
though several changes are 
made during the season, includ¬ 
ing something different for near¬ 
ly every game. 

Although the football season is 
one of the busiest, and the hard¬ 
est to prepare for — with the in¬ 
experience of new members and ^ 
the short time element, a full 
year of activity is offered the ! 
band members. 

The Winter season i.s taken up * 
with preparation for Spring con- < 
certs and music festivals, taking 
chevron tests, the Band Supper, 
and additional work in the dance i 
band and Broadway Musical by ] 
many inembers. , 

In the Spring, the tempo of ac¬ 
tivity steps up again with the 
Band Time Concert, the exchange ^ 
concerts and the Music Festivals. " 
During many years there has ^ 
.also been a little something extra ^ 
such as the performance at the ^ 
Acorns game last year and the ^ 
concert for the Governor at the ' 
State House last February. T 

With the top quarter (in tal- 
ent and experience) graduating ^ 
every year, there are bound to be 
noticeable kinks in the early por- 
formance of the group. However, 
the spirt of the returning and 
new members is so good in ac¬ 
cepting the traditions left them 
that in no time at all they are 
marching and playing like the 
veteran gi-oups of past years.

Children who walked home 
from school iil the autumn days 
of 50 years ago have deep in 
their memory the sound of a 
one cylinder engine. They may 
interpret it in vaidous ways as 
“Pop! chuff chuff” or “Flip plip 
tunk.” Some may even remem¬ 
ber the steadier chuffing of the 
old steam engine as pictured 
above. At any rate the ensilage 
cutter was as natural to the fall 
scene as ripe grapes and the be¬ 
ginning of schol. 

Children wandering homeward 
tarrying an empty lunch box and 
a sweater might pause for their 
little argument or to pick up a 
yellow pear in a handy orchard 
but always they watched the fa¬ 
miliar loads of corn being driven 
up to the silos. The old engine 
tanked away and the chopped 
stalks and ears climbed slowly 
up the chute on an endless chain. 

A certain teacher who was city 
raised was once confused by her 
geography class while studying 
the farm products of New Eng¬ 
land. Finally her patience gave 
way and .she snapped, “What is 
this ‘ensilage, ensilage’ I keep 
hearing about? What the farm¬ 
ers raise is corn fodder!” 

Not a child protested. Politely 
they let her think what she 
wished, but—they knew what 
they knew. Many of the children 


knew the experience of riding on 
.a load of corn stalks. They knew 
the crisp sharpness of the leaves. 
They saw how the stalks were 
loaded butt end.? together to make 
unloading easier. They knew that 
only grown men were allowed to 
push the stalks into the cutter 
and that children must stand 
back. They re.spccted the fact too 
that in the Spring when the con¬ 
tents of the silo was down below 
the level of the barn floor, play¬ 
ing there was strictly forbidden. 
A gas was formed there which 
could kill you. 

In the (lays when Agawam pro¬ 
duced a sizable percentage of the 
milk used in Springfield, every 
farm had its dairy barn and silo.
